Subject. —Utilisation of Release Orders. 

No 13~lTC<PN)/75.—Attention 13 invited to Para 97 of the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure for the year 1974-75, regarding the procedure for 
allotment of imported goods canalised through public sector agencies. 

2. It has been decided that in future all the release order holders will have to get the 
release Orders registered with the canalising agencies within a period of sixty days from the 
date of Issue of the release order in accordance with the condition prescribed by the 
canalising agency concerned in this regard. If a release order is not registered within the 
aforesaid prescribed period, it shall be deemed to have lapsed. 

3. The following new condition shall be deemed to have been added in the form of 
release order as given in Appendix 34 of the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1974-75 

“'7 It is a condition of this release order that it shall be registered _ with the 
canalising agency concerned within 60 days from the date of its issue, in 
accordance with the conditions prescribed by the canalising agency concerned. 
Failure on the part of the release order holder to register the release order 
within the stipulated lime will render th# release* order invalid for being 
serviced by the canalising agency.” 
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4 It fofl* also been decided that holdere of all the existing registered with Uk 
canalising agencies concomed, within a period of sixty days from the date of issue ol 
this Public Notice. All such release orders which are not registered with the canalising 
agencies within the specified period, will be denied to have lapsed. 

5. All release orders, including those registered with the canalising agencies con¬ 
cerned, within the period of sixty days as stipulated above, shall expire us soon as then- 
validity period, which Is normally 12 months, is over and the canalising agencies shall 
not service the release orders which have expired. However, requests for revalidation 
of release orders, upto a period of six months at a time, may be considered, on merits, 
in each case by the licensing authority concerned, in cases where the applicant produces 
a letter, in original, from the canalising agency concerned that the goods covered by the 
particular Release Order could not be supplied by them within the original or extended 
validity period, as the case may be, on account of circumstances beyond the control of 
the applicant 

6. The relevant provisions of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure for 1974-75 snd the import Trade Control Red Book (Volunu. I) for the 
year 1974-75 may be deemed to have been amended accordingly.
